Establishing invoicing and prompt payment requirements for certain State
grants.

may participate in a defined benefit or defined contribution pension plan
offered to full-time county employees, but is not eligible for any employer
matching contribution; etc.

Prohibiting an employee of a correctional facility from discriminating against
inmates on the basis of certain protected classes; requiring the managing
official of a correctional facility to develop a written nondiscrimination policy
regarding inmates; and establishing certain requirements for correctional
facilities relating to the gender identity of inmates and inmates who are
transgender, nonbinary, or intersex.

Requiring each county to prepare a climate crisis plan to address the effects of
climate change in the county; requiring each county to submit its plan to the
Department of the Environment for review and feedback on or before June 1,
2023; requiring the Department to provide feedback to each county on or before
November 1, 2023; requiring each county to finalize its plan on or before
January 1, 2024; and requiring each county to review and update its plan once
every 3 years.

Establishing the Maryland New Start Pilot Program in the Department of
Commerce to provide multiyear grants to organizations to create or support
existing entrepreneurship development programs to provide assistance to
certain formerly imprisoned individuals and to provide loans, not to exceed
$50,000, to certain individuals participating in those programs; requiring the
Department to report to the Governor and General Assembly by January 1,
2029 on funding, services provided, oversight, and overall performance and
impact of the Program; etc.

This bill requires a mandated appropriation in the annual budget bill.

Requiring business occupation licensing boards to include on license,
registration, and certification application and renewal forms an option for the
applicant to provide the applicant’s gender, race, and ethnicity; requiring the
business occupation licensing boards to encourage applicants to provide
gender, race, and ethnicity information; requiring business and health
occupation licensing boards to include certain information related to
disciplinary activities in the boards’ annual reports; etc.

Requiring residential leases between the Maryland Economic Development
Corporation and certain students living in student housing owned by the
Corporation to be presented in a certain manner and include a certain notice;
requiring the Corporation to give certain notice and abide by certain protocols
regarding University System of Maryland students living in student housing
owned by the Corporation if the University closes the institution or center the
student attends due to a health or safety emergency; and applying the Act
prospectively.

Authorizing the District Court to find in favor of the tenant and award costs and
expenses in an action to repossess residential rental property for a certain
breach of lease assertion made in bad faith or without substantial justification;
requiring a landlord to submit to the clerk of the court evidence of compliance
with certain local rental property licensure requirements and prove in court by
a certain evidentiary standard that the landlord is compliant with the licensure
requirements; etc.

Requiring a real estate broker or an escrow agent, if a purchaser terminates a
certain transaction under certain circumstances, to distribute trust money to the
purchaser within 30 days after a certain written notice of the termination is sent;
requiring a holder of trust money who makes a certain distribution to notify the
seller and purchaser of the distribution within a certain period of time;
establishing that a holder of trust money may not be held liable for a certain
decision to distribute the trust money; etc.
